Theiesol
fixed the American flag on top of the casket as comer had come loose. Soon thereafter, | leattmesd
the soldier was one of the National Guardsmen Kkitlering the Carson City IHop shooting and was
being taken home for burial.

Enforcement Museum. The National Memorial in Wagton, D. C. bears the names of 19,298 Federa
state and local officers who have been killed mlthe of duty, dating back to the first death #91.

Legendary actor, and Oscar award-winning directat garoducer Clint Eastwood is serving as the
Honorary Chairman for the National Law Enforcem@ifticers Memorial and Museum in Washington,
DC. At the ground breaking ceremony Eastwood didthe National Memorial and Museum are long
overdue and richly deserved tributes to the mervaden in law enforcement.

The Memorial features two curving, 304-foot-longidlgray marble walls. Carved on these walls are
names of more than 19,000 officers who have bdidkn the line of duty throughout U.S. histongtithg
back to the first known death in 1791. Unlike marlyer memorials in Washington, DC, the National Le
Enforcement Officers Memorial is ever-changing: memes of fallen officers are added to the monum
each spring, in conjunction with National Police éke

Designed by architect Davis Buckley, the Memoritd en three acres of federal park land in an afea
Washington, DC called Judiciary Square, the histeeat of our nation’s judicial branch of governinen
The Memorial's central plaza features an intricpging pattern and a bronze medallion with the
Memorial Fund logo: a blue shield with a red rosspéd across it.

Bordering the Memorial's beautifully landscapedkpare the two tree-lined "pathways of remembrance
where the names of the fallen officers are engra¥th of the pathway entrances is adorned witl
powerful statuary grouping of an adult lion probegtits cubs. Sculpted by Raymond Kaskey, the l&onz
statues symbolize the protective role of law erdorent officers and convey the strength, courage ar
valor that are hallmarks of those who serve andeptoBelow each lion is carved a different quatati

Furthermore, C.O.P.S
provides training to law enforcement agencies amigor victimization issues and educates the pubfithe need to support the
law enforcement profession and its survivors.

Each year, between 140 and 160 officers are kilietie line of duty and their families and co-waikare left to cope with the
tragic loss. C.O.P.S. provides resources to Hemtrebuild their shattered lives. There is no benship fee to join C.O.P.S.
for the price paid is already too high.

C.0O.P.S. was organized in 1984 with 110 individm@mbers. Today C.O.P.S. membership is over 1580liés. Members
include spouses, children, parents, siblings, Bagnit others, and affected co-workers of offickied in the line of duty
according to Federal government criteria. C.O.R.§overned by a National Board of law enforcensmvivors. All programs
and services are administered by the National ©fficCamdenton, Missouri. Chapters function in sslvaates at the grass-root
level.

C.0.P.S. programs for survivors include the Natidt@ice Survivors' Conference held each May dulitagional Police Week,
scholarships, peer-support at the national, stae, local levels, "C.O.P.S. Kids" counseling reinsiemment program, the
"C.O.P.S. Kids" Summer Camp, "C.O.P.S. Teens" OwdvwBound experience for young adults, special attrdor spouses,
parents, siblings, adult children, in-laws, andaakers, trial and parole support, and other aast& programs.

C.0.P.S. knows that a survivor's level of distiesdirectly affected by the agency's response eaiigedy. C.O.P.S., therefore
offers training and assistance to law enforcemgaheies nationwide on how to respond to the triagis of a member of the law
enforcemenprofession.
